Unless Weather Moderates 



I he loss of the sealing schooner 
George W. Prescott during tlie terrinu 
hurricane which prevailed oil' the Co- 
lumbia river on Tuesday evoked mnnv 
thrilling experiences— Lor company hav- 
ing sintered great hardships, and only 
baffled death by their grim persistence. 
Capt. Ramlose, and William UaJlgren 
and \ letor Gtlllin, his associates in the 
season's work; Frank Le Strange, the 
cook, and 13 Indians, arrived home by 
the steamer Majestic yesterday, anil 
the tale they told of the wreck of the 
schooner George \V. Prescott, the smal- 
lest schooner of the fleet, was one re- 
plete with thrilling episodes. 

Tho schooner sailed from Victoria on 
January 1^, and utter shipping a crew 
of Barkley Sound Indians, she started 
her cruise on February 4. She was 
sealing on the 5th and o'th nnd for the 
next week a heavy gale rendered seal- 
ing nn impossibility. From then on the 
weather was fairly good, and the canoes 
brought in 81 skins to March 0, when 
the glass fell rapidly and the weather 
began to "breeze-up." The schoouer 
was hove to about XJ. miles West South- 
west of Cape Disappointment— off the 
Columbia— at 1:30 a. m. on Tuesdav 
last, the 10th, with u doublo reefoil 
fore-sail, storm trysail and a little ot" 
the head staysail set. She had oil bags 
out, for the sea was by that time run- 
ning to a great height— 11 heavy confused 
cross sea and the wind was blowing a 
full hurricane from' the Southeast. It. 
was blowing at n terrific Yelocitv— for 
as was reported from the lookout sta- 
tion at the time at the mouth of the 
Columbia, the hurricane reached n 
velocity of 70 miles an hour. 

Capt. Emil Ramlose was at tho 
wheel, and three Indians were with 
him on deck. Capt. Victor Gullin hud 
been on watch until midnight and the 
master, Emil RamloKo, . Had relieved 
him then. Gullin and Hallgren, the 
mate, were sleeping on lockers below, 
and the cook, LeStruuge, was in his 
birth— the Indians, other than the three 
on deck were below forward. The 
schooner was lifting , with the great 
waves, and -laboring considerably, groan- 
ing' i,s the seas struck the hull, despite 
the fact that the oil bugs were bring 
over the .sides. Tlie wheel strained, 
and Capt. Ramlose was tugging at it 
when a huge sea broke under the port 
side, for the full length of the achooncr. 
and.-in an instant the schooner capsized. 

The vessel turned turtle, sinking her 
masts and having her keel uttermost. 
Capt. Ramlose and the Indians were 
thrown overboard, and everything move- 
able swept from the decks, boats, 
hatches, everything that ' was not fas- 
tened, was curried away, and much of 
that which was fastened. When Capt. 
Ramlose was swept overboard ho was 
still clutching the broken-off wheel, and 
he held the wheel in hand as he drifted 
and came up about 70 feet to the wind- 
ward of the wrecked schooner, which 
righted itself immediately. Masts 
gone, bulwarks gone, her decks swept 
and the waterlogged schooner within 11 
foot of the surface, it seemed hopeless 
to endeavor to regain her, and ho threw 
up his hands and sank. lie went down 
twice and then clutched a wire — a piece 
of the wrecked rigging, tlie touch of 
which caused him to endeavor to save 
himself and he was rescued after being 
in the chilling water for ten or fifteen 
minutes, Two of the Indians were also 
rescued, but one, Joe Williams, of 
Uchucklesset, was drowned after a des- 
perate, but vain, struggle to reach the 
vessel. *

He came .to quickly, although 
he did not regain his senses, and the 
three scrambled to the deck— the In- 
dians having struggled up on deck from 
the foc-sle. 

The schooner was rolling from beam 
to beam by this time, the great seas 
and clouds of spume sweeping over her. 
All were drenched to the skin. Below 
everything was adrift and sweeping 
about, and Gullin, not knowing what 
he was doing, began to bale and work 
at the tangled wreckage. He had been 
working for two hours before he fully 
recovered from the effects of the blow- 
he hud received, and came to, to find 
himself baling away at the water. 
Hallgren and two of the Indians— the 
others had lost their tum-tum and were 
paralysed with fright — were working 
hard from the time they reached the 
deck to clear the wreckage. Ramlose. 
the captain, had been dragged on boi.rd 
by an Indian from near the bow. to 
which he had worked his way, hauling 
himself toward the schooner by the wire- 
he had clutched as he went overboard. 
The Indian thought he was rescuing n 
fellow native, for when he saw Capt. 
Ramlose coming over the rail he said 
that if he had known it was a white 
man he would have let him drown. 

The Indians had also grasped the 
wreckage, rigging, etc., and struggled 
towards the schooner, being hauled on 
board by their fellows before Copt. Ram- 
lose hud regained the schooner. Joe 
Williams was unable to do so. He was 
seen clinging to a piece of wreckage 
and a rope was thrown to him, but he 
was too exhausted to catch it, anil he 
sank. The Captain, as soon as he re- 
gained the schooner, his face cut — his 
cheek "-till bears an ugly scar— and his 
arms and leirs cut and bruised by the 
wreckage, aided in the work of cutting 
away the wreckage, and after a time 
some of tlie Indians were induced to 
work, but the majority were too fright- 
ened to do anything except Tommy 
Billy of Alberni, and John Jackson of 
riehlicklesset, both of whom worked 
like heroes.

Russia's [Most Liberal Measure 
Since Emancipation of 
the Serfs. 



Sl. Petersburg. March 1."..— The Czar 
has issued a decree providing for free- 
dom of religion throughout his domin- 
ions, establishing to some degree local 
self-government and making other con- 
cessions to the village committees. 

After referring to the efforts of his 
predecessors, particularly his father, lo '. 
torindd to the welfare of the Russian peo- ; 
of I pie, the Czar announced his decision to 
giant freedom of religion to all his sub- 
jects who profess non-orthodox creeds, 
ami to improve the conditions of vil- 
lage life and those of the local nobility 
u nd, peasantry. Among tho measures out- 
lined by the Czar for the attainment of 
these ends is reform of the rural laws, 
which is lo be effected with the advice 
of persons who possess the confidence 
of the people. The system of adminis- 
tration in the governments and dis- 
tricts is to be examined by representa- 
tives of the different localities concern- 
ed with the view of effecting the neces- 
sary amendments, 

Measures are also to be taken to re- 
lieve the peasantry of the burdens of 
forced labor. 

Tho decree, which was issued in com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
birthday of Alexander HI., is consider- 
ed to be the most significant act of state 
since the emancipation of the serfs. The 
public hail it as the proclamation of a 
new era, opening up bright prospects of 
the early improvement of Russian in- 
ternal administration.

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POSTAL ItECIPKOCITY. 

Yesterday one of the greatest reforms 
»>ver accomplished took place, one of the 
(inest strokes of Imperial policy ever 
made, canto into operation, without any 
llourish of trumpets or heating of drums. 
Canadian newspapers and periodicals 
.•an now be delivered in Great Britain for 
1 ho same price as in Montreal or To- 
ronto, and British newspapers and 
periodicals can now be delivered in 
Canada, upon the same terms as in 
Birmingham or Glasgow. So far as 
Canada and Great Britain are concern- 
ed, the Kmpire is now homogeneous in 
one of the most important respects for 
promoting union nnd mutual under- 
standing. We are apt to look at this 
perhaps too much from the point, of 
view of the individual subscriber or the 
individual publisher. The one has a 
larger choice in the selection of his 
reading matter, nnd the other a larger 
market for his literary wares. To them 
no doubt the change will be a boon, 
but that does not limit its beneficial re- 
sults by any means. British nnd Cana- 
dian newspapers will now be in a posi- 
tion ito exchange with one another, 
with the result that British public 
opinion will be disseminated in Canada 
and Canadian public opinion in Great 
Britain in a much livelier and more 
HTcctive form than before. What the 
people in Great Britain are saying and 
thinking is fairly well available to us 
through publications made up of select- 
ed excerpts from the leading newspa- 
pers and occasional indications over the 
cables; but Great Britain is in a dark 
and terrible, and ultimately unwhole- 
some fog as to what the people of Can- 
ada are saying and thinking. Another 
great advantage this postal reform of- 
fers is that it will tend to counteract 
the Americanization of our current lit- 
erature. Of course good literature is 
good literature, and equally valuable 
whether published in the United Suites, 
Great Britain, or Timbuctoo. What 
we refer to, however, is the swamping 
of Canada with cheap periodicals in 
which American ideals, American her- 
oism, American pluck, American enter- 
prise, and American achievements are 
described, discussed and illustrated in 
every tine of prose or poetry, in a way 
that suggests that no other country 
ever had, or has ever been capable of 
having, such ideals, such heroism, such 
pluck, such enterprise, or such achieve- 
ments. This kind oi literary pabulum 
.gives our Canadian readers an image 
of things in general refracted through 
the lenz of United States' patriotism. 
We need not be unjust to either Ameri- 
can literature or American patriotism in 
saying that this is an undesirable liter- 
ary atmosphere for Canadians to grow- 
up in. American current literature is 
*iiot sulliciently cosmopolitan, it is too 
parochial, for the citizens of bo much 
larger a country like the British Km- 
pire. Every mechanical means which 
will render a freer interchange of 
thought possible between the various 
peoples of this world wide Empire, 
should be recognised as a big step to- 
wards its more complete unification. 
There will be no hesitancy in according 
to Sir William Hillock all the credit 
Which is undoubtedly his due for hav- 
ing inaugurated this reform, and con- 
gratulations are also to be extended to 
Mr. Austin Chamberlain who does not 
appear to be so dense as the average 
run of British Postuuistcrs-General. 
M1NE1JAL iWuuC'TION. 
The summary of the mineral produc- 
tion of Canada for tile year 1902 just 
published by the Geological Survey, 
is in some ways a satisfactory docu- 
ment, ami in other respects not by any 
means satisfactory. The value of the 
total mineral production of Canada fell 
by 2.01 per cent, indicating a station- 
ary, if not actually retrogressive condi- 
tion in many of our basic industries. 
The significance of ibis fact for British 
Columbia li, s in this that the produc- 
tion of metallic products fell oil 15 per 
••eat. British Columbia is not merely 
very much dependent upon her metalli- 
ferous mining industry, but is the main 
portion of Canada in which the metal 
bearing minerals are produced. We 
need no further justification for the 
dissatisfaction with mining progress in 
British Columbia during 1902 than the 
<igure« published in this statistical sum- 
mary. However, there are crumbs of 
comfort to bo picked up which point 
conclusively to better days in store. 
Copper showed an increase in quantity 
of 3.JH per cent, but a decrease in 
value of 21.0!) per cent. As we know, 
under the stimulus of bettor prices, our 
copper mines are keeping up their pro- 
duction to their limit now, so that this 
year shonld show a very satisfactory 
increase both in quantity and value. 
Gold shows a decrease of 1-1.04 per 
cent which was not due to British Co- 
lumbia, however, but to a falling off of 
production in the Yukon. It is To be 
noted with surprise aud regret that the 
production of pig iron from Canadian 
ore shows n decrease of II!. 70 per cent., 
while the production of pig iron as a 
whole shows an increase of 30.4-1 per 
cent. It would not seem as though the 
bounty system adopted by the gov- 
ernment was proving successful in aid- 
ing the development of Canadian iron 
resources. Nickel shows a satisfactory 
increase. When we come to lead and 
silver we meet a decrease in the one 
of 5. r >.(!8 per cent, and in the other of 
£11.05 per cent. Tin.- silver statistics 
may be neglected. Silver is either pro- 
duced as a bye-product of lead, or from 
very high grade ores of which no de- 
creaso in price is likely to affect the 
quantity produced, although seriously 
affecting the profits gained by the pro- 
ducers. The reduction of . the , quantity 
of lend produced in Canada in a single 
year by 55,08' per cent, would be a 
tiling impossible if- there were, ns there 
should be, iv Canadian , market 'for lead. 
Our lead industry Was' wholly depen- 
dent upon a , foreign ''market, controlled 
by a hostile trust, and that trust with 
deliberate, design, broke its back. Kuch 
jin action of course merely throw's 



Canadians back upon themselves to 
cast about for means of opening n 
Canadian market, and a direct foreign 
commerce in this commodity and its pro- 
ducts. We may think that the lead 
question is unique. It certainly pos- 
sesses unique and peculiar features, but 
the essential principle involved, only 
exemplifies what the United States has 
attempted to do in the case of every 
developing Canadian industry, with im- 
mediately harmful, hut permanently 
beneficial results. If the government, 
face to face with a specific crisis in a 
specific industry, will only put its 
theoretical nostrums in the fire, and 
ndopt a national policy in regard to 
lead, Canadians will yet bless the day 
when the United Stales Smelting Trust 
tried to do in regard to Canadian lead 
what the United States government 
has already failed to accomplish in re 
gard to other Canadian industries. An 
other favorable symptom appears ii 
these returns in the fact that during 
1002 Canada became for the first time 
in her history an exporter of zinc. The 
amount is small, only HHS,70O pounds, 
hut it is the beginning of an important 
industry. In non-metallic mineral pro 
ducts important advances were made 
during 1902 in almost every substance 
an increase of over 20 per cent, beinf 
registered over the whole schedule. Wi 
are naturally most interested in coal, 
whose production increased 22.27 per 
cent., and coke which increased 3S.5G 
per cent. During 1002 Canada pro 
duced 7,039,255 tons of coal of a value 
of $1-5,538,011, and 500,400 tons of 
coke of a value of $1,538,930. Of the 
advance in production British Columbia 
has had her share as the tonnage pro 
duced increased from 1.460.331 tons 1: 
1001 to 1, 731,315 tons in 190 2. 

TLIE CAKN KGIK LIBRAllY. 
Some little time ago it was proposed 
to establish a public circulating library 
in Constantinople. A list of the pro- 
posed books was submitted to the au 
thorities and permission to establish the 
Hbrarv was refused. Special exception 
was taken to the Fables of La ton 
taino in which the continual references 
to the lion as the king of beasts were 
declared to be derogatory to the (lit; 
nitv of the Sultan of Turkey, who has 
long maintained a prescriptive title to 
the epithet king of beasts. Constanti- 
nople, Turkey, and Victoria, British 
Columbia, are the only two centres ot 
civilization that we know of where any 
opposition has been manifested to the 
establishment and operation of an ade- 
quate public library. The main differ- 
ence, however, is that in Constanti- 
nople the opposition was authoritative, 
and prevented the establishment of the 
library, in Victoria it is not authorita- 
tive and will not prevent the establish- 
ment of the library. The question, as 
it now presents itself, is entirely dif- 
ferent from the question of whether 
Mr. Carnegie's gift should be accepted 
or not. Objections have been taken to 
the acceptance of such gifts on three 
grounds. (1) The ground that inde- 
pendent progressive communities should 
not accept benefactions from strangers. 
(2) The ground that Carnegie some 
years ago published some very' raw 
crude Republican ideas. (3) The ground 
of his responsibility for the Homestead 
riots. We do not sympathize with any 
of these objections, but we can under- 
stand them. They have their origin 
in natural enough feelings or prejudices, 
and require to be overcome in all rea- 
sonableness with better logic than that 
by which they are supported. But such 
objections as those have already been 
overcome in Victoria. The City Coun- 
cil in Victoria have received a most 
clear and positive mandate from the 
people of Victoria to accept Mr. Car- 
negie's offer, and to go ahead with the 
erection of a library building. There 
may be those in Victoria who know 
hotter what is good for the citizens than 
they do themselves, but our form ot 
government fortunately, iloes not pro- 
vide any mechanism by which they can, 
like the authorities of Constantinople, 
translate their convictions into fact. 
The objections then, which are now 
raised against the public library, nar- 
row themselves down to this, that Vic- 
toria cannot afford a public library. Be- 
cause, if Victoria cannot afford to main- 
tain a public library, where it has the 
building supplied for nothing, it can- 
not afford to maintain a public library 
at. all. The attempt to show in what way 
the cost of maintenance could be les- 
soned, with the interest and sinking 
fond on the capital cost of a building 
added to it, has not been particularly 
successful. It is a proposition not sus- 
ceptible of demonstration. We are 
then face to face with this, that a city- 
like Victoria cannot afford to maintain 
what has long been considered an es- 
sential to the well-being of a civilized 
community. We are perfectly satisfied 
that there is no general feeling in the 
city behind the opposition to the lib- 
rary. We are perfectly satisfied that 
the almost unanimous desire of tin- 
people is that the City Council should 
go ahead at once to carry out the man- 
date they have already received. The 
question of a site is certainly a thorny 
one, but what on earth do we elect a 
mayor and council for if not to settle 
thorny questions, and harmonize separ- 
ate interests by the consideration of 
what is best for the whole. People who 
would rather not see a library building 
at all, than see it built anywhere but on 
the street where they live, are not fit 
to be citizens of a city, ami we do not 
believe there are nay of them in Vic- 
toria. The whole question is one upon 
which we naturally look for a definite 
lead and guidance on the part of the 
mayor, and we are quite sure than his 
load will' be followed without much 
cavil, oven if some sectional interests 
are disappointed through the impossi- 
bility of building one library in four or 
live different places. 

TOO MUCH HOCKE.Y 

The president of the Montreal 
Hockey Club said a few days ago: 
"•We have had too much hockey. Al- 
though men may be called of iron, they 
are not made of iron and tired nature 
will give way. When it is remembered 
that the Montreal team has played 1,'! 
hard games since the 3rd of January, 
and that nearly every man has been ill 
ut some time- or another during the 
season, I think they died game last 
niglit.'' r According to the knowledge of 
a newspaper commenting on this, hockey 
on the ice hns this season been. respon- 
sible for a case of threatened insanity 
from a blow on the head, . a case of 
threatened blindness from a blow on 



the eyes nnd broken legs, loat teeth, 
contusions, dislocations, aud wouuds, 
some of which will entail life long trou- 
ble; it is responsible for serious distur- 
bance of the heart's functions from 
over-excitement and exertion, and the 
practice of dosing with very dangerous 
drugs to give relief when there are signs 
of collapse. The president of the Mon- 
treal Hockey Club unblushingly remarks 
that nearly every man on the club team, 
a picked crowd of healthy young ath- 
letes, has been on the sick list during 
the season. Hockey on the ice is sport 
in the same sense that fighting game 
chickens is sport. It is all right for the 
pectators, and possibly tlio chickens 
enjoy it, but if they consulted their 
best interests they would be scratching 
gravel in n barnyard somewhere else, 
and only invading the territory of 
neighbor when they wanted a little war- 
like excitement. Athleticism, carried too 
far, makes a young man play the same 
tricks with his constitution as a small 
boy plays with a window pane, who 
throws stones to see how near he can go 
without breaking it. 

In the Orlando Park, Portsmouth, a 
very similar Chinese bell to that pre- 
sented to Victoria by Lieutenant Mac- 
donald has been hung upon a monument 
erected to the memory of the officers 
and men who fell at Tientsin.

We received a 
great advantage from the visiting jour- 
nalists last year, and although this 
year's crowd is likely to be much more 
distinguished, but much 4ess influential, 
their enlightenment upon Canadian re- 
sources, will also bo. beneficial, and their 
hospitable entertainment we owe as a 

duty to ourselves.

The latest department of trade in 
which the United States has invaded 
European preserves is the trade in idols 
to the Orient. This trade we learn 
with surprise has been for many 
years exclusively in the hands of Great 
Britain and Germany. Is ii possible 
that the quaint images we frequently 
see in the curiosity shops of Victoria 
originated in Birmingham or Berlin? It 
seems that a few years ago an Ameri- 
can limi sent some idols to one of tin- 
Korean sacred orders, and the results 
were bo satisfactory that there is now 
a widespread demand for American 
idols. The New York Christian Herald 
says of this peculiar trade develop- 
ment: "We can but wonder whether 
conscience and principle are not dead 
in men who. in this age of the world, 
can make images to be worshipped; and 
so the Psalmist have been right when 
he compared the idols to the idol-'nak- 
ers: 'They that make them are like 
unto them.' " That is a mighty shal- 
low comment. It overlooks the fact 
that the manufacture of idols is made 
in pursuance of the worship of the great 
object of not only American idolatry, 
the almighty dollar. "Like unto them," 
yes! But in a much deeper and more 
awful sense than the. trilling criticism 
of this newspaper, itself run for the 
almighty dollar, and no doubt earning 
it, contemplates.

Humors havo l>«*t-i» rife for mnnj 
veurs that tho neck o£ land commencing 
lit the Eastern boundary <>f the ( nnteen 
"t-ounda aud including all the Interven- 
ing territory up to tnu Western hunts 
ufl the dockyard, would be expropriated 
lor military purpose, under the Im- 
perial scheme of defence of the naval 
arsenal and station at Esqimnnlt. At 
various times officers have expressed Vic 
opinion that the fieryiisltion of this land 
would bo inevitable, it being necessary 
id guard the approaches to the heavy 
i ,,n« placed on Signal Hill. As the 
scheme of defence embraces an increase 
in ith'e garrison and the armament, it 
was considered that a cordon would be 
established around the small peninsula 
<,n which Esqurroalt is situated, and ex- 
tending up to the Eastern bouudary of 
the Canteen grounds. Color was lent 
to this view- of the subject by explicit 
iicnouncemeota in the ministerial press 
that the expropriation measures above 
outlined would be adopted. Those ru- 
mors, apparently well founded, had a

thing they could lay their hands On in 
order to lighten the vessel. The masts 
were cut away; the stumps alone being 
lett when the vessel riguted and the 
entangled rigging and gear was cut 
away, and washed seaward. Forward 
the anchor chains had fouled when the 
vessel capsized and righted and they 
were sawing away the bow. As thcy 
grated when the vessel labored, cutting 
into the limbers it was but a matter of 
time when they would cut a hole Llint 
would have foundered the vessel. 

William Haltgr'eri wns injured in en- 
deavoring to cut away this fouled chain. 
He was chopping at the chain and foul- 
ed gear when - a heavy sea swept over 
the broken vessel, and he grasped the 
chain to prevent himself being washed 
overboard— he having a narrow escape 
from going. His lingers were eauglit 
between me pole-bit and the broken 
bow and two of them were smashed. 
Notwithstanding the pain from bis in- 
jured lingers, be continued his work to 
free the schooner, and managed to break 
the chain. 

The schooner wtis by this time in a 
bad way. The masts had gone, ami 
it was lucky that they did go, for had 
they remained the schooner would 
scarcely have righted herself. Both had 
been, snapped off within u short distance 
of the deck.

! shifting ballast, jettisoning gear, work- 
ing as hard as they could, and at the 
same time Buffering severely in the cold 
wind, their clothes wet continually, for 
the seas continued to break over the 
craft, the shipwrecked men spent a bad 
night. It wns not until o'clock next 
morning that they had pumpedi the

I Their coal oil had been lost, but they 
bad saved some bird and using this 
they made torches in readiness to make 
signals to any passing vessel that might 
be sighted. There was not suftVcicilt of 
the masts standing to fly a distress sig- 
nal, but Gullin managed to brace up 
three oars in nn upright position, from 
which next day the Union Jack was 
llown upside down— the distress signnl 
which brings rescue when it is scon. 
About .'! o'clock on Wednesday morn 1 
iug, HI! hours after the wreck of the 
schooner, the men nn the lookout shout- 
ed that they saw a light, and the lard 
torches were flared. Tho shipwrecked 
crow, all excited, stood on the decks 
seeing that the torches burned, watch- 
ing the lights of the vessel, which wqs 
soon seen to he a sailing vessel, but 
she swerved off and they failed to 
make her see their signals. 

An hour later they were again disap- 
pointed. They sighted the lights of a 
steamer, seemingly bearing directly to- 
ward them, and again their torches 
were lit. The steamer's lights were 
seen plainly as she came tip, and then 
she steamed past, without paying any 
attention to the flaring torches. Then 
hope was about abandoned. Shivering 
with cold, the unfortunates began to 
think it was but a mutter of time, and 
the end would come. With the dnwn 
came an abatement of the gale, but the 
sealers were men with little hope. If 
the weather continued line, they might 
rig a jury rig and work the schooner 
into the beach, which was a bad beach 
at its best. 

This was the situation at 8 o'clock on 
Wednesday morning when another 
steamer was seen bearing directly to- 
ward them. The derelict was right in 
the steamer's path. The three oars were 
braced up, and the Jack flown upside 
down. Closely they watched the on- 
coming steamer to see if the signal had 
been seen, and then to their great joy, 
they saw. as the steamer approached, 
that men were working at the davits. 
Yes, they were lowering a boat, liesoue 
was at hand. The steamer was the 
< 'onemaugh. bound from San Francisco 
to Seattle and the others sent a boat 
to the wreck. 

The si washes packed together their 
"'ictus*'— and as later events proved, 
more tluin their iotas, and the four 
white sealers gathered the sext.uits, in- 
struments and what few belongings they 
could, but their sa vings : were very lit- 
tle, lor besides the sextant, and com- 
pass, their salvage amounted to little 
more than the clonics tl.ey stood up iu. 
Kaeh of the siwashes had his bundle, 
and the steamers boat took them over 
to the Couemaugli. The boats crew 
then bored holes in the vessel so that 
sue would sink, lor 1 lie derelict wns 
rigot iu the pain or steamers bound up 
ami down the coast. On board the 
steamer the ship iv recked men were 
treated with every courtesy, and tl.ey 
are profuse in their praise of tne olli- 
cers of ti. e Conemii ug. i . 

dipt. Umil Itamiose said when the 
crew lauded from the .\lajestic yester- 
day, scarred and battered looking, tnat 
lie hud given up all hope wucu lie was 
swept overboard, and mod u> drown 
when, he .saw the wrecked slate of toe 
vessel, lie said: "1 was standing at 
the wheel, when some great seas broke 
right under the port wile, all along tne 
sonoonor, and over sue went, turning 
turtle. 1 was thrown overboard and the 
wheel broke off, and I held it in my 
bands when 1 was in the water. Three 
Indians were on deck witn me and 
they all .went into the sea. If tne oth- 
ers had been on deck they would have 
gone too. 

"I came up about 70 yards to wind- 
ward of the schooner, and when I saw 
the vessel I thought it was all off. Her 
masts had been broken away, it was 
lucky that they were or she would never 
have righted. Her bulwarks were swept 
clean off, and she was almost level with 
the. water, her port side being under- 
neath the surface. It looked as if she 
was sinking, and I didn't want to go 
back on board to drown amongst that 
jabbering crowd, of Indians, so I . threw 
up my bands and let myself go down. 

"I tried to swallow water as I went, 
to get it over with. 1 went down and 
then came up, and X went down ngttin. 
As I sank the second time— I had given 
ii| > all efforts to save myself— I felt a 
piece of wire rigging. The moment ray 
iiimd came in contact with the wire if 
was like an olect.ric shock. It woke me 
up and I felt that I must cling' for all 
I was worth to that wire. I did so and 
worked myself to the bow of the ves- 
sel. There was a lot. of loose wreck- 
age jarring about there, and 1 got hurt, 
more or less, but I held on. and after 
some, tithe .Tin Indian looked over and 
saw me and he hauled me on deck. 

"Then I went to- work with the oth- 
ers to cut away the wreckage. We had 
to keep going, ilnllg'ren got. bis fing- 
ers smashed but: be worked on, and 
(Jtillin had been knocked on the head 
by the stove and was dnzed, but. he 
was working away, although he did not 
know Wh.it he wits doing for :t couple of 
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hours. There were two Indians, Jack- 
son, whose brother was lost, and Tommy 
Billy of Albemi, who worked well, but 
the others lost their "111111-111111" and 
were no. good. We were 'J'.i hours on 
the .schooner— and if was far from a 
pleasant time. Wq saw two or three 
schooners' just before the big blow in 
which our vessel was wrecked, and I 
am afraid that the Annie B. Paint 
would be caught in that gale of wind. 
There was a' steamer coming into it. 
too, I. think it was. the Queen, but she 
turned and ran back." 

The schooner had a catch of SI skins 
when she was lost, and when the ship- 
wrecked crew were landed in Seattle 
at '10 o'clock on Thursday, when they 
advised C. S. Baxter by wire of the 
wreck, they thought the total number 
had been lost, but soon after they land- 
ed from the .Majestic they found they 
bad 20 skins. The Indians— at least 
some of them— had tried to steal that 
2!> skins, together with the compass, and 
some minor articles. When the Cone- 
miiugli'a boat approached the schooner 
to take off the shipwrecked men the In- 
dians bad loaded up their dunnage bags, 
and. having surreptitiously saved some 
of tbe skins when the others were work- 
ing to keep the derelict free, they hid 
the skins iu their bundles. 

At Seattle some of the whites listen- 
ed to the "wuwa" of the siwashes, and 
an inkling was obtained that some skins 
were probably hidden III the bundles. 
When the effects were landed they were 
carted up by an express and the In- 
dians went with them. Then the white 
men went through the bags while the 
Indians stood bv. Bag after bag was 
opened and the owner would hold out 
that there wore no skins in it, but there 
were usuallv, and often other things, 
valuable and' valueless, line fellow had 
the compass and half a dozen skins, 
nnd he was quite indignant when his 
loot was taken from him. He wanted 
to know who was going to pay him 
for getting bis shoes torn 111 the wreck, 
lie ought to have had the compass and 
half a dozen skins to pay for those 
shoes, he thought, but the sealers 
didn't. 

The schooner was owned by several 
Victorians, including Messrs. Matheson. 
reddle, V. Culliu and ('. S. Baxter. 
Erail Kamlose had a mortgage on the 
vessel. She was valued at between 
CSo.OOO and .^!,1MM>. nlxirft the latter 
figure with her outfit. There was S*i,- 
000 insurance on the schooner and •>•_,- 
000 on the outiflt. The skins were not 
insured.
